SEVERAL senior officers at cash- 
strapped Harlow Council will reap 
the benefits of a New Year pay hike, 
even though the authority admits it 
could be facing a multi-million 
pound cash crisis. 

The Star can reveal that eight of the 
Civic Centre’s top earners will be getting 
a salary rise of up to £10,000 per year 
from April.

Chief executive Malcolm Morley is believed 
to be in line for the biggest increase, while two 
strategic directors and five heads of service will 
also benefit from the pay review. 

The total cost of the package will amount to 
£47,500, although the council said it would 
save up to £20,000 a year by making two heads 
of service redundant and creating a new post of 
assistant chief executive. 


The pay review was agreed behind closed 
doors at a meeting of the policy and resources 
committee on December 18. 

Council leader Andrew Johnson said this 
week: “It was clear that salaries had been 
allowed to become uncompetitive and the 
administration decided not to duck the issue but 
to find a way to address it without incurring 
additional cost and instead saving money.” 

Committee chairman Simon Carter added:

“The senior 
management team 
has a track record of 
delivery for the 
council and we are a 
leader in the growth 
agenda in the 
eastern region. 

“It is vitally 
important that the 
council retains and 
recruits the best 
managers to its most 
senior posts.” 

But Labour group 
leader Mark 
Wilkinson branded 
the pay hikes 
unacceptable and 
said the council 
should be 
concentrating its 
resources on helping 
struggling residents 
survive the 
economic downturn. 
“I think it’s wrong 
that the Tories 
approved these 
massive pay rises at 
a time like this,” he 
told the Star. “The 
council should be 
doing all it can to 
help out the 
thousands of 
residents suffering 
during the credit 
crunch, not giving 
even more money to 
people who already 
earn huge salaries.” 
Liberal Democrat 
leader Chris 
Millington agreed. 
“Considering these 
pay increases were 
pushed through by 
the Tories at the 
same meeting they 
claimed the council 
was in a financial 
mess seems a little 
disingenuous to me,” 
he said.

Homes cleared in 
sci-fi 'bomb' alert

AN Army bomb disposal 
squad was scrambled 
and more than 100 peo¬ 
ple evacuated after con¬ 
cerns were raised about 
suspicious 6 sci-fi’ objects 
in a Harlow home. 

Police were sent to 
Gladwin Way at 5.45am on 
Thursday after receiving 
reports of a man who 
appeared to be in possession 
of a longbow. 

Armed officers and police 
negotiators arrived and arrested 
a man at about 8 am. 

However, officers called in a 
bomb disposal team from 
Colchester after concerns were 
raised about a number of ‘unex¬ 
plained items’ which were found 
in an apartment. 

A 100m cordon was put in 
place and everybody from the 
block of flats was evacuated as a 


precaution. A white Citroen car 
parked on the street was also 
towed away. 

The cordon was in place for 
about eight hours before bomb 
squad officers were able to con¬ 
firm the items which raised con¬ 


cern were in fact only household 
items crudely adapted into sci¬ 
ence fiction-style objects and 
were not a danger. 

A 36-year-old man was arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of having an 
offensive weapon and has been 


released on police bail until 
February 4. 

The situation alarmed resi¬ 
dents in the otherwise quiet 
street, in the new Fifth Avenue 
development. 

Nicola Stonehouse (33) lives 
opposite the apartment block 
and told the Star: “I got up to go 
to the toilet about 5.30am and 
there were loads of car doors 
banging. 

“At first I thought it was just 
because people were coming 
back from New Year’s Eve par¬ 
ties but obviously it was because 
people were being evacuated by 
the police. 

“At about 3pm I saw a foren¬ 
sic team come and they went 
into the flat and took loads of 
things, away including a gas can¬ 
ister.” 

She added: “We were quite 
alarmed when we found out 
what had happened. It just shows 
that you never know what goes 
on inside other people’s houses. 

“Everyone around here just 
keeps themselves to them¬ 
selves.” 


Childrenswear shop 
axed but M&S is safe 

HARLOW has lost another store after 
administrators for the childrenswear chain 
Adams confirmed it was closing its branch 
in the Harvey Centre. 

However, staff at the town’s branch of 
Marks & Spencer breathed a sigh of relief 
yesterday (Wednesday) when the store was 
not included in a hitlist of 27 to be axed. 

The Adams shop was one of 111 of the 
company’s 271 stores to close after the 
company was placed into administration 
last month. The remaining 160 outlets will 
remain open while a buyer for the company 
is sought. 

Poor trading figures over the Christmas 
and New Year period were believed to be the 
reason for the decision by M&S to axe 25 of 
its Simply Food stores and two of its depart¬ 
ment stores with the possible loss of 750 
jobs. 

In the 13 weeks to December 27, the 
chain’s UK like-for-like sales fell by 7.1 per 
cent. 

Homeless families to 
get housing priority 

HOMELESS families have been reassured 
they will get top priority for rehousing. 

With no families placed in temporary bed 
and breakfast accommodation compared to 
28 in March 2008, Harlow Council has said 
homeless families are being prioritised under 
the Harlow Homefinder scheme. 

Other rehousing schemes available 
include the Rent Deposit Guarantee Scheme. 

About 70 households a month are current¬ 
ly contacting the town’s housing options 
service and 31 per cent of inquiries come 
from homeless people.

FIREFIGHTERS from Har¬ 
low and surrounding areas 
have been working around the 
clock to battle a major blaze in 
Nazeing. 

Flames engulfed a wood pile at a 
recycling centre in Birchwood 
Industrial Estate at about 2.40am on 
Monday. 

Dozens of firefighters and at least 18 
engines were called to tackle the fire, 
which continuing to burn yesterday 
(Wednesday) and is not expected to be 
fully extinguished until the end of the 
week. 

The heat was so ferocious that fire¬ 
fighters were initially limited to moni¬ 
toring and controlling the flames to 
stop them spreading. 

They also tried to separate unburned 
wood from the pile. 

At the fire’s peak, the area of wood 
alight measured 2.47 acres (one 
hectare) and flames soared 10m (33 ft) 
into the air, visible from as far away as 
Hoddesdon. Soot settled in the homes, 
cars and gardens of villagers living 
nearby. 

Resident Patricia Taylor said: “I

think whoever is in charge of that wood 
pile should pay for everyone’s car in the 
village of Nazeing to be washed; I had 
a white convertible mini yesterday and 
when I got up this morning it was a 
shade of black.” 

The Environment Agency has said 
the damage to wildlife is unlikely to 
extend further than the pile itself. 

Environmental health officers from 
Epping Forest Council said they 
believe the smoke is not harmful to 
humans but have been advising those 
living nearby to keep their windows 
and doors closed as a precaution. 

Neighbours have continuously com¬ 
plained about the huge stockpile of 
wood at the timber yard. In November 
2006, a fire broke out close to the 18m 
(60ft) heap.

Car owners 
warned to 
keep keys 
out of sight 

CAR thieves have escaped 
with a fleet of expensive 
vehicles after fishing for 
keys through house 
windows and pet flaps. 

The crooks have struck at 
several homes in Harlow in 
past weeks, prompting 
police to warn car owners. 
The spate of thefts started 
when a Land Rover 
Discovery was taken from 
Roden Close between 
December 28-29. About 
the same time, a new Kia 
was taken from Quarry 
Springs after thieves 
reached in through a dog 
flap and took the keys. 

A Land Rover Freelander 
and a BMW were stolen 
from Mallards Rise on 
December 31 by thieves 
who poked a stick through 
a cat flap to hook sets of 
keys. 

On the same day, a 
Vauxhall Corsa was taken 
from Guilfords in Old 
Harlow after thieves forced 
open a window and 
snatched the keys. 

Inspector Andy Bray of 
Harlow police warned: 
“Residents should always 
make sure they do not 
leave car keys, or any other 
keys, where they can be 
easily accessed via dog and 
cat flaps or letterboxes. 
“They should always be 
put out of sight and the 
property properly secured 
at all times.”

Gun accused 
to stand trial 

A MAN accused of 
possessing a pistol with 
intent to cause fear of 
violence to an ex-business 
associate pleaded not 
guilty to the charge when 
he appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Monday. 
The trial of motor exporter 
Francis Monk (56), of 
Malkin Drive, Harlow, has 
been scheduled to start on 
May 27 and is expected to 
last up to a week. 

It is alleged that Mr Monk 
committed the offence on 
October 9 last year.

FURIOUS opposi¬ 
tion councillors have 
demanded an urgent 
review of the deci¬ 
sion to axe public 
funding for Harlow’s 
Welfare Rights and 
Advice Service. 

Harlow Council’s 
Conservative adminis¬ 
tration pushed through a 
motion to cut spending 
on the service at a spe¬ 
cial policy and resou¬ 
rces committee meeting 
last month. 

The move left the future 
of the service - which 
offers residents free advice 
on debt, benefits and 
unemployment - hanging 
in the balance unless alter¬ 
native funding can be 
secured to keep it running 
at the Advice Centre in East 
Gate. 

Now former Labour 
leader Tony Durcan and his 
political colleague Edna 
Stevens have challenged 
the cut in funding - which 
amounted to almost 
£500,000 last year - and 
asked for the issue to be 
called-in for consideration 
by the scrutiny committee. 

They claim the decision¬ 
making process was “fun¬ 
damentally flawed”

Homeless shelter stays 
open during cold snap 


HARLOW’S homeless centre is 
staying open around the clock in 
an unprecedented response to 
the current cold snap. 

As the town shivers in freez¬ 
ing temperatures, Harlow 
Council has asked Streets2- 
Homes to run 24 hours a day 
until the weather warms up. 

It is the first time the Wych 
Elm charity, facing a financial 
battle to stay open, has been 
asked to help in such a way. It 
usually opens during the day 
from Sunday to Friday, offering 
food, clothing and bedding for 
those living on the streets. 

Manager Patsy Dye said the 
money readers have donated as a 
result of a campaign by the Star 
has helped towards covering the 


cost of the extended hours. 

Council’s housing committee 
chairman Joshua Jolles said: 
“All councils have to make pro¬ 
vision for rough sleepers when 
temperatures are zero degrees 
Celsius or lower for three con¬ 
secutive nights. 

“We were made aware that 
about 10-15 people used the 
night shelter over the Christmas 
and New Year period. This is the 
first time the council has paid 
towards a night shelter due to 
severe weather, which is being 
experienced across the country. 

“In this weather it’s a concern 
if even only one person is sleep¬ 
ing rough and we are working 
with Streets2Homes to provide 
the appropriate support.”

New homes found for 
worried Angle tenants 


A HOMELESSNESS crisis has 
been averted by a collaboration 
which has seen almost all tenants 
of Harlow’s doomed Angle build¬ 
ing find somewhere new to live. 

Residents feared they would be 
left homeless following housing 
association South Anglia Hous¬ 
ing’s decision to close the Fourth 
Avenue building to make way for 
affordable homes. 

But the company has worked 
with Harlow charity Streets2- 
Homes to assist residents with 
viewings, Housing Benefit appli¬ 
cations, landlord mediation, pay¬ 


ing for removal services and 
securing funding for a bond 
scheme providing short-term 
loans for deposits for those mov¬ 
ing to private accommodation. 

As a result, 52 of the 60 tenants 
have now been re-homed. 

A South Anglia Housing 
spokeswoman said: “The last few 
remaining residents will be leav¬ 
ing over the next couple of weeks 
and we will then secure the prop¬ 
erty and continue to work closely 
with Harlow District Council in 
the development of the proposed 
new-build project.”

MP secures bus firm rebate 


THE Government has finally 
pledged to settle a substantial 
bill to a Harlow bus company 
two months after it was due, 
thanks to MP Bill Rammell. 
Mr Rammell had been 
lobbying for Whitehall to pay 
the outstanding balance of 
several thousands of pounds to 
Galleon Travel, in Perry Road, 
as part of a fuel rebate due on 
October 31. 

Now transport minister Paul 
Clark has given an assurance 
that the payment has been 
made. 

“In these difficult economic 
times, the Government needs 
to be doing everything in its 
power to help small 
businesses,” said Mr Rammell. 
Galleon Travel managing 
director Helen Bowden 
expressed her thanks for his 
input and said the payment 



have yet been made and officers have 
only been instructed to look into the 
viability of re-location. 

The announcement comes as the 
council looks to find £22.5m to pay 
for important works over the next five 
years. 

Harlow Civic Society vice chair¬ 
man John Curry said he is not happy 
with the idea, saying it had only been 
a few years since the museum was 
moved from Passmores House and 
merged with the cycle museum to cre¬ 
ate the all-encompassing service at 
Mark Hall. 

“Where will they put it?” he 
asked. “There is nowhere big 
enough for a museum in the Civic 
Centre.” 

Regarding any possibility of sell¬ 
ing the land, he added: “If that hap¬ 
pens, it would be time to leave 
Harlow.” 

Former councillor Jane Steer said 
she had doubts over the council’s 
motives for looking into alternative 
locations. “I don’t see any reason 
why they should move it from there 
. . . quite a lot of money has been 
spent on it,” she said. “It means we 
will not have a museum, whatever 
they say. They will mothball things.” 

But Mr Johnson insisted a muse¬ 
um service must be kept in the town, 
adding: “The main thing is to make 
it a museum which is more accessi¬ 
ble to the public.”

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Firefighter burned 
with bold invention

B EFORE the advent of 
the New Town, the 
communities in the 
area now occupied by 
Harlow were still in need of 
firefighting protection. 

A regular correspondent to 
Nostalgia, who wishes to remain 
unnamed, sent us this picture 
captioned “Fire Brigade 
Competition, Harlow, 1910”. 

She points out that the bearded man 
seated in the front row, sixth from the 
left looking at the picture, is Sam 
Deards, who was born in Harlow in 
the 1840s and lived in the town all 
his life. 

It is believed Mr Deards was one of 
the founders of Harlow’s fire brigade 
and a well known local engineer, 
inventor and businessman. 

According to a web page about the 


town on the Canadian Memorial 
University Of Newfoundland’s 
website, which was complied with 
the help of The Museum Of Harlow’s 
David Devine, Mr Deards was 


regarded as one of the most dynamic 
and well-known of Harlow’s 
industrialists and inventors. 

“He invented a machine to make 
‘cinder’ or building blocks using the 


clinker waste from the coal-fired 
power stations in the Lea Valley,” it 
states. 

“He also developed the so-called 
‘Victoria Dry Glazing’ method used 
to install glass over large areas of 
roof. Liverpool Street Station in 
London was roofed using his system, 
as was the Crystal Palace when it 
was moved from its original site in 
Hyde Park to Sydenham in 1852. 

“He also invented the first successful 
mechanical cricket scoreboard 
which, after its initial trials at the 
Marigolds Sports Field, in High 
Street, behind the Fire Engine 
House, was widely adopted 
throughout the UK. 

“A pillar of the local community, he 
was a member of the fire brigade for 
35 years and was captain for 30 of 
them.” 

Our correspondent adds: “Deards is 
said to have taken his fire engine 
home with him, even after the 
purpose-built fire station - which is 
still in Old Harlow - was 
constructed; that got up the nose of 
the fire brigade’s co-founder and 
caused rows between the two men.” 



How Kingsmoor 
filled in the gaps 

O UR request for memories of Kingsmoor 
House continues to generate a good 
response. 

This time, former worker Sheila Marchant 
writes in to tell us what she and ex-colleague 
Babs Gewett recall of the services offered 
within the Victorian mansion manor house, 
which is now boarded up after being ravaged 
by fire. 

She also enclosed photographs and cuttings of 
articles written when the council-run family 
services centre was in its heyday in the 1980s. 
The literature describes the house as being a 
focal point of the urban community in 
Harlow, offering much-needed services of a 
pre-school unit for under-fives, day care and 
nursery education. 

The service grew extensively in the late ’80s, 
offering an array of activities to youngsters as 
well as their parents; groups included a 
hyperactive children’s group, pre-menstrual 
tension support group and a self-help group. 
The building was mothballed in 2006. 

Mrs Marchant writes: “We both worked there 
right from its opening in April, 1981. It was 
an amazing place to work in and we are both 
extremely sad that it had to close. Many 
families over the years have benefited from 
the services provided. 

“The opening of Kingsmoor House, a family 
centre focusing in under-20s, was the 
brainchild of former head of community 
services Dermot Byrne, at Harlow Council, 
supported by the wonderful Rene Morris and 
Jean McAlpine - councillors at the time. 
“Kingsmoor was a response to the great gap 
in services for under-fives in Harlow in the 
early ’80s, Essex County Council being a 
very poor provider of nursery education or 
day care.”

A NATIONAL pub chain has 
slashed the price of a pint to just 
99p in a move health campaigners 
have branded irresponsible. 

JD Wetherspoon, which owns The 
William Aylmer in Harlow, has cut the 
cost of Greene King IPA and four other 
alcoholic drinks in a bid to spread a bit of 
post-Christmas cheer among drinkers. 

And unlike a typical January sale, the pro¬ 
motion - which has also seen the cost of five 
meals drop to just £2.99 each - will run indef¬ 
initely at the Kitson Way pub. 

Pub manager Gemma Madden said: “People 
enjoy going to the pub, but I appreciate that the 
economic downturn means they now have to be 
more careful with their money.” 

However, the promotion has been heavily 
criticised by pressure group Alcohol Concern 
amid fears the price cuts will lead to binge 
drinking. 

Charity chief executive Don Shenker said: 
“Understandably, in the current economic cli¬ 
mate businesses need to be competitive and 
people are worried by living costs. 

“However, alcohol is not an ordinary com¬ 
modity like bread or milk. Alcohol causes 
harm to the nation’s health and economy and

there appears to be a strong link between cheap 
alcohol and the high levels of binge drinking.” 

In October 2007, Liverpool University 
research showed the life expectancy of the 
average Harlow male is affected more by heavy 
drinking than those living elsewhere in eastern 
England, putting the town among the UK’s 
worst for alcohol-induced premature deaths. 

Philomena Lawrence, of Harlow Alcohol 
and Drugs Advisory Service, added: “For peo¬ 
ple who are addicted to alcohol, price is not 
going to have a huge impact - it is the binge¬ 
drinking youth culture where cheaper alcohol 
is more likely to have a negative impact.” 

But Harlow police inspector Andy Bray said 
he was not unduly concerned about the offer 
because he believed it would not necessarily 
lead to a rise in public order offences. 

“The thing that concerns me more is estab¬ 
lishments that offer a fee on the door in 
exchange for free drink all night,” he said. 

“However, the responsibility for the behav¬ 
iour of patrons, both inside and outside the 
premises, is that of the licensee and that 
responsibility will be monitored, as has always 
been the case with licensed premises.” 


The two signs remain 
despite the authorities 
removing similar incor¬ 
rect boards after Civic 
Society lobbying. 

Society member Ron 
Bill said: “We all cele¬ 
brated when the sign was 
taken down outside 
Marks and Spencer a few 
weeks ago, because we 
thought the other ones 
would be taken down.” 

Essex County Council, 
responsible for the 
Haydens Road sign, said 
it would be removed 
‘imminently’. 

Harlow Council, said 
work to correct the sign 
in Broad Walk is ongoing 
as part of a wider mainte¬ 
nance programme.

Heavy cup defeat for Rams 


FLANKER Mark Bowering 
suffered a serious knee injury as 
the Rams were beaten in the first 
round of the Essex County Cup on 
Saturday. 

Bowering was replaced by Robert 
Cochrane, making his first 
appearance for the first team this 
season, and the match was held up 
for several minutes. 

Bowering has medial ligament 
damage and could be out for up to 
six weeks. 

With the battle to avoid the drop 
from division three north east the 
main concern, Harlow rested 
several players for this derby. 
Harlow actually led 16-13 at the 
break, but the hosts came back 
strongly in the second half to 
progress to the second round. 
James McFerran was successful 
with two out of three penalties for 
Harlow in the first 20 minutes.

as a move from the Romford 
backs ended with an unconverted 
try in the comer.

Cochrane, made an immediate 
impact as he broke away from a 
ruck just inside the Romford 22 to 
charge through for a try under the 
posts. 

McFerran converted before 
Romford levelled the score (13- 
13) with a penalty. 

McFerran then kicked a third 
penalty to give the visitors the 
lead on the stroke of half-time. 
Soon after the break Romford 
scored three quick tries.

Indian star signing is coup for cricket club

FROM the Indian 
Cricket League to 
Harlow - that’s the route 
taken by the town’s new 
cricketing star. 

All-rounder Abhishek 
Jhunjhunwala, from 

Calcutta, will make his debut 
for the Marigolds club in 
April after signing as the 
2009 overseas player. 

The 26-year-old has played 
first class cricket for Bengal in 
Indian domestic cricket as well 
as for Kolkata Tigers in the 
Indian Cricket League. 

Jhunjhunwala exclusively 
spoke to Star Sport before he 
headed back out to play in the 
Indian 20/20 League, where he 
will be joined by cricketing leg¬ 
end Lance Klusener, from 
South Africa, plus New Zealand 
batsmen Craig McMillan when 
he appears for the Royal Bengal 
Tigers. 

Jhunjhunwala, who currently 
lives in London, played for 
Evesham in the Birmingham 
Cricket League last summer, 
but is looking forward to cutting 
down on his travelling with his 
new club. 

He said: “It will be closer to 
home. Driving to Birmingham 
was tiring and took a long time. 
It will be 30 minutes from my 
home [in South Bermondsey]. 

“I’m looking forward to it 
and hopefully the team can get 
to the next level. I want to help 
the youngsters and improve 
their cricket. I will have a few 
words with them about their 


batting and see what I can do.” 

For now, Jhunjhunwala is 
keen to return to the exciting 
Indian 20/20 game, where the 
cream of the cricketing world 
will be competing. “They are all 
very experienced cricketers and 
you learn a lot from the way 
they approach the game. There 
is also the skill factor and there 


is a lot to learn,” he said. 

James Butler, the Harlow 
skipper, is hoping his new 
arrival will help the club mount 
a promotion challenge in divi¬ 
sion two of the Shepherd 
Neame Essex League. 

He said: “For the club it’s a 
huge thing. He is the biggest 
player we have had. I got in

touch with a friend who plays in 
the Lancashire League who rec¬ 
ommended him.” 

Butler added: “He will bat at 
number three and he will be a 
real help as we have youngsters 
like Rehman Ahmed in our top 
four. 

“I will be surprised if he does 
not make 900 runs. We only 
made a big score once or twice 
last year. He should also get 40 
wickets [with his off-breaks].” 

The skipper added: “My 
brother Nick would be the first 
to admit that he did not bowl 
that well last year but he still 
took 32 wickets. I would be dis¬ 
appointed if we did not go up.” 

Butler also stressed that 
Jhunjhunwala’s presence will be 
key to the development of the 
club’s junior sides. “He will be 
doing some coaching and that 
will be good for the youngsters 
to have a figurehead like him. 
People will be excited.”
